The SAN FRANCISCO WOMEN ARTISTS, which this-year cele- 
brates its Thirtieth Birthday, has from its beginning served two valuable 
purposes in the community: the fostering of the "Fine Arts’ and the 
encouragement and promotion of the arts known collectively as 
''Decorative."' 

The group of young women who organized the society in January 
1925, felt that a new art organization was needed to do the things and 
support the causes not fostered by the older artist groups in the Bay 
Area. This small, new and enthusiastic group succeeded in organizing the 
first large scale decorative arts exhibition to be held in San Francisco 
in which artists, architects, designers and decorators participated and 
which was a great success. In a few years it became unnecessary for the 
women artists to sponsor such shows which-arenow so usual. The society 
now includes the decorative arts and photography in their annual mem- 
bers’ exhibition, which has from small beginnings become one of the 
yearly art events of the Bay region. 

The SAN FRANCISCO WOMEN ARTISTS has kept its flexibility and 
willingness to experiment in fresh directions. It has now between three 
and four hundred members in three categories: Lay, Active Artist and 
Artist.

welcomed to membership.
